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Young girls from Agawam to travel to Australia 


This summer, when it’s winter in Australia, two 
young girls from Agawam will have the exceptional 
opportunity of traveling to Australia with 25 other area 
youths in connection with a program founded by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower during his administration. 
Since its onset, eight U.S. presidents have served as 
honorary chairman to the organization, People to 
People Student Ambassadors, who travel overseas 
for two to three weeks during summer break, learning 
about other cultures, sharing our culture, and repe- 
senting their communities. 

Each young person will need $500 for miscella¬ 
neous expenses, souvenirs, and similar needs. To 
meet this goal, 12 year-old Regina Sibilia from the 
Agawam Middle School started collecting bottles and 
cans from friends and family, from co-workers of her 
parents, and via word of mouth, and by making flyers 
she delivered around her neighborhood. Brenda 
Sibilia, Regina's mother, estimated that a U.S. dollar is 
worth two dollars in Australia. 

Regina and Alyssa Doyle, 12, of Agawam, the other 
sixth-grader heading for Down Under, were nominat¬ 
ed for People to People by a teacher, administrator, or 
political figure, but they will never be, told the identity 
of that person who nominated them. 

With help from their parents, they need to each 
raise $5,000 to cover their airline tickets, lodging,

meals, and activities on their itinerary. Post office 
boxes have been set up for donations to help the 
young women raise this essential money. 

For anyone wishing to contribute to this exciting 
goal, contributions may be sent to: Regina Sibilia, P.O.

378, Feeding Hills, MA 01030. 

Jerry Sibilia, Regina's father, told The Advertiser 
News, “Regina and Alyssa were on Channel 40 
recently talking about their trip and what they want to 
accomplish. Essentially, they are student ambassa¬ 
dors, promoting world peace and good will. They are 
presenting our culture, but they are also bringing back 
the culture of Australia. If people want to donate to the 
kids for this important trip, it would really be nice." 

Mrs. Sibilia added, “The girls will meet people from 
Parliament and other government people and they will 
visit some of the schools." 

Regina clarified that a visit to schools is usually if 
she is staying with a family with children, and Alyssa 
pointed out that each girl will not know anything about 
her host family until she meets them. 

Nancy Doyle, Alyssa’s mother, explained that the 
girls were chosen through a nomination process.

“We received a small card in the mail," said Mrs. 
Sibilia, “asking us to go to the website." 

Alyssa told us, "Parents can’t be chaperones. The 
organization wants us to learn about the culture and if 
our parents were with us, we would probably stay 
around them." Regina told us, “We'll be going to an 
Aboriginal sacred ground. Our group will be allowed to 
go where tourists cannot. We'll also be visiting the 
rainforests." 

Alyssa chimed in, “We’ll snorkel in the Great Barrier 
Reef and see Ayers Rock." (Mrs. Doyle explained that 
Ayers Rock is huge and actually changes colors at 
certain times of the day and that the snorkling is done 
under the supervision of a marine biologist.) 

The list of exciting activities and experiences 
includes a ride in a giant air balloon to watch the sun¬ 
rise in the desert, a ride over the rainforest canopy by 
Skyrail, and a chance to rough it in the Outback (com¬ 
plete with bushwalks, bonfires, stargazing, and more). 
A visit to Habitat for Animals affords the visitors the 
opportunity to hold a living koala bear, and maybe to 
pet a kangaroo! 

The People to People brochure outlines the itiner¬ 
ary, which begins in Sydney, where the young people 
will visit Stadium Australia and Super Dome. They 
then voyage north (where it is expected to be warmer 
because, remember, it will be winter in Australia at this 
time), to Ayers Rock, Uluru. 

Other destinations, such as King’s Canyon, 
Ooriminna Bush Camp, Alice Springs, Cairns, and 
Cape Tribulation and the Great Barrier Reef, are 
included in the 18-day Australia visit. 

Mayme Lajoie, leader for the Western Mass, dele- 
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gation for junior high school level, will travel with the 
young people. This is Mayme's third trip with People 
to People, having traveled in the past to the British 
Isles and to New Zealand and Australia. 

“I got into this because my daughter, Leanne, was 
nominated and went as an ambassador in 1990 to 
Russia. My daughter is extremely supportive of these 
trips and considers her visit the best thing she ever 
did. She is a violinist and the associations of traveling 
with students who had similar interests really fed her 
own. The trip to Russia influenced her greatly and she 
describes it as a mind-expanding experience. All the 
students form new ties. 

“This is a major commitment at the junior high age. 
We meet six times before we go. The chaperones and 
volunteers are screened very carefully. They, like the 
students, must provide references, go through a back¬ 
ground check, and an interview process,” she noted. 

Some of the projects and exercises during the 
meetings prior to the trips are geared to teach the stu¬ 
dents tips and tricks of travel, such as packing a suit¬ 
case and practicing lugging it around. 

Regina mentioned an assignment they had to finish 
on Australian animals and Alyssa remembered one 
assignment on the Great Barrier Reef. During a recent 
meeting, they had to write a story using Australian col¬ 
loquialism, such as “strives," which is the Australian 
word for pants; “bickes," which is money; “esky," for a 
picnic cooler; “arvo," meaning afternoon; “chuck,” their 
word for children; and “tucker,” which means food. 
There are six two-hour sessions, which give the kids 
a chance to get to know each other. 

Mrs. Doyle also pointed out that the students are 
asked to keep a daily journal throughout the trip and 
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on their return, they have to complete a series of 
questions for People to People. Mrs. Sibilia added 
that when this is accomplished, the students can get 
credits comparable to a high school or college course. 
It is also beneficial for scholarships and helps on col¬ 
lege applications. 

According to Mary Eisenhower, People to People 
chief executive officer (as noted on the website 
www.studentambassadors.ora/who.asD . “People to 
People sprang into existence through my grandfather, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. The 34th President of the 
United States sought a new path to international 
understanding, and he developed People to People to 
be the vehicle on that path. His presidency found itself 
mired in a divided world, stockpiling weapons of mass 
destruction, and careening toward global armed con¬ 
flict. The mission of his branchild, People to People, 
represented hope that the nuclear nightmare would 
never see the light of day. President Eisenhower 
believed that ordinary citizens of different nations, if 
able to communicate directly, would solve their differ¬ 
ences and find a way to life in peace.” 

Over the 45 years of providing educational travel, 
People to People has gained valuable experience in 
responding to international incidents as they arise. 
They have successfully traveled delegates across the 
globe during times of unrest. 

They rely on the advice of the U.S. State 
Department, the Federal Aviation Administration, and 
the National Transportation Safety Board. Their desti¬ 
nations are chosen with great care and they do not 
take delegations into any situation that could be 
unsafe. In conditions that could be unsafe, their itiner¬ 
ary is altered.

Fire Wise... 

Emergency calls 
must be made 
quickly & correctly

Many times during an emergency, people panic or 
become confused. When they make calls for emer¬ 
gency services, they forget to give enough informa¬ 
tion to help responding personnel arrive quickly. • 
The Agawam Fire Department offers the following 
suggestions: 

* The number for fire, police, and emergency med¬ 
ical services is “911." This might sound like all-too- 
obvious advice, but please be sure to post "911” near 
every phone in your home, and also ask your neigh¬ 
bors to do the same. In case of fire in your home, you 
and your family will need to get out and then call the 
fire department from your neighbor's phone. 

* After establishing telephone contact with the dis¬ 
patcher, please give them your complete address, 
including apartment number, name of subdivision or 
complex, closest cross street, and any identifying 
landmarks. Also, be able to give as much information 
about the emergency as possible, and do not hang up 
until the dispatcher tells you to. Then have someone 
go outside to direct the responding emergency vehi¬ 
cles to the proper location. 

The Agawam Fire Department reminds you that 
calls made quickly and correctly can help save 
lives. For further information, call the department

Recycling information 
for Agawam residents 

Think recycling is hard or confusing? Well, good 
news! Recycling requirements have changed over the 
years making it even simpler for you to take part. You 
no longer have to remove labels or keep track of 
many other recycling rules. Most items can just be 
dropped in the bin! 

Curbside recycling should include 
newspapers/inserts; magazines, catalogs, office 
paper; junk mail (remove wrappings), phone books 
(remove covers), brown paper bags; corrugated card¬ 
board (flatten, 3’x2’ max.); paperboard (cereal, crack¬ 
er boxes). No wax, soiled, wet wrapping, or coated 
plastic paper, no pizza boxes, egg cartons, or wrap¬ 
ping paper. 

Also, glass bottles/jars (clear, green, and brown - 
less than two gallons); aluminum/tin/steel cans and 
lids; aluminum foil; all plastic containers; milk cartons 
and juices boxes. 

-No broken glass or other glass items such as 
glasses, window glass, dishes, Pyrex, ceramics, light 
bulbs, no cans containing hazardous material, no 
unmarked containers or motor oil containers and no 
platic bags.

The Agawam Town 
Business Committee 


The Agawam Town Business Committee has been 
hard at work addressing issues and concerns that 
face you, our business members in the Town of 
Agawam. We wanted to take this opportunity to let 
you know what the committee has been doing, and 
offer you the chance to provide us with your own 
ideas and feedback. 

The Town Business Committee serves as a liaison 
between the business community and town govern¬ 
ment. We are also interested in learning as much as 
possible about the various businesses within our 
membership. 

With these goals in mind, we plan monthly 
Business Spotlight Tours, which provide us with the 
chance to tour local businesses and learn firsthand 
what each business does. The most recent was a tour 
of WWLP TV 22. Even though they have relocated to 
Chicopee, they remain a member and staunch sup¬ 
porter of the Agawam Chamber. 

An interesting fact: In addition to controlling their 
own signal, the WWLP facility handles ‘‘master con¬ 
trol" for four other stations in New England. In other 
words, they control the broadcast, or what is seen in 
the home of these other stations. 

We are also working with the Jeffrey Ciuffreda, the 
Chamber's vice president of Government Affairs, to 
develop a plan to keep track of the taxes you pay and 
advocate for fair and equitable change. As you may 
be aware, there is a split rate in Agawam and the 
business community pays a higher rate than do the 
homeowners. However, Agawam businesses enjoy 
one of the lowest rates in Western Mass. 

The Town Business Committee has also received 
approval from the Board of Directors to hire a con¬ 
sultant. This consultant will work with the town to pub¬ 
lish a booklet that helps businesses understand the 
various steps that need to be taken when they want to 
create, relocate, expand, or make changes to a busi¬ 
ness in Agawam. 

The last time this was done was in 1986 and the 
Chamber felt it was very important to work with the 
town in developing an easy-to-understand guide. This 
guide will feature the different licenses and permits 
required for various business endeavors as well as 
the order in which they would be needed and time- 
frames for each. The Mayor has been quite vocal in 
his desire to be business friendly and we support him 
in that effort. 

The Chamber also supports the development of 
the Agawam Small Business Assistance Center, as 
we feel this is a good tool to help businesses grow 
and prosper. The Center is available to assist busi¬ 
nesses with start-up consulting as well as expansion 
and employee training issues.

Melconian announces 
Internet posting of 
sex offender photos 

State .website will provide pictures and 
detailed information about high-risk sex offenders 

Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) 
announced recently that the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts will begin to post photos and informa¬ 
tion of high-level sex offenders on the Internet on May 
15th. 

‘‘Every resident of Massachusetts has a right to 
know where high-risk sex offenders live, in order to 
protect their families and themselves from possible 
change," Senator Melconian said. “Posting photos of 
sex offenders and detailed information about their 
location online will make it easier for the public to 
access this important information and identify offend¬ 
ers in their communities.” 

Last month, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
states may use the Internet as a tool to warn families 
of registered high-risk sex offenders living in their 
communities. Therefore, beginning May 15th, the 
state will postinformation on all Level 3 sex offenders 
on the Sex Offender Registry Board website at 
www.mass.aov/sorb . 

The public will be able to see the sex offender’s 
photo, name, home and work address, the charges 
the sex offender has been convicted of, and a physi¬ 
cal description. 

At this time, nearly 350 classified Level 3 sex 
offenders are in the Sex Offender Registry’s data¬ 
base. In less than two years, the Sex Offender 
Registry Board has classified more than 2,400 sex 
offenders. In order to comply with state law, only 
detailed information on Level 3 high-risk sex offend¬ 
ers will be posted on the website. 

In addition to Level 3 information, families may use 
the website to determine how many moderate risk 
(Level 2) sex offenders have been classified and live 
or work in their towns. 

Specific information on moderate risk offenders is 
available by visiting any local police department and 
filling out a request form. No information on low risk 
(Level 1) sex offenders is availble to the public 
because of legal restrictions. ‘

That's the way to do the Varsity Drag. 

Hotter than hot, newer than new 
Meaner than mean, bluer than blue 
Gets as much applause as waving the flag. 

You can pass many a class 
Whether you're dumb or wise. 

If you all answer the call 
When your professor cries: 

“Everybody here is the drag, see how it goes; 
Down on the heels, up on the toes 
That's the way to do the Varsity Drag ." 

“Varsity Drag” was introduced by Zelma O’Neal, 
with backing by George Olson’s Orchestra, in the the¬ 
atre musical “Good News.” Olson recorded four 
songs from the show on two Victor records: this one, 
"Good News," “Lucky In Love,” and “The Best Things 
In Life Are Free." 

In the first film version made in 1930, it was sung 
by Dorothy McNulty (later known as Penny Singleton) 
and Billy Taft. In the 1947 remake, it was performed 
by June Allyson and Peter Lawford along with a spec¬ 
tacular dance ensemble. It has remained a favorite 
number for dance ensembles for many years. 

“Varsity Drag” follows the paths of "Mr. Touchdown 
U.S.A.” and “Sweet Georgia Brown.” It is a song that 
is associated with sports, and as we have noted 
before, it would not be possible to have a song for all 
of the Agawam sports team; however, this would 
serve to pay some recognition for all of the teams that 
have represented the town admirably.

Agawam Democratic 
Committee holds 
public forum 

The Agawam Public School System received high 
marks from Dr. Mary A. Czajkowski, Superintendent 
of Agawam Schools, and William P. Sapelli, Assistant 
Superintendent, during a public forum sponsored by 
the Agawam Democratic Committee. 

This event was held on April 2nd in the Community 
Room of the Agawam Public Library. The discussion 
topic was "MCAS and the ‘No Child Left Behind Act’ 
(NCLBA): How It Affects Agawam Public Schools.” 

Czajkowski explained that there are many issues 
related to MCAS and NCLBA and these impact all the 
schools in Agawam. She said that there is currently “a 
strategic plan for success” in place to address these 
issues. That plan consists of eight school district 
goals. 

Czajkowski described these as being: to increase 
student achievement, provide a positive and safe 
learning environment, promote parent and communi¬ 
ty involvement, facilitate communication throughout 
the school district, support varied learning styles, pro¬ 
vide quality professional development for teachers 
and employees, maintain a favorable student-to-fac- 
ulty ratio, and provide a curriculum with high stan¬ 
dards. 

The Superintendent went on to say that she 
believes that there is a “need to educate the whole 
child.” 

Czajkowski noted that the details of this strategic 
plan can be found “posted outside the school office” 
to enable residents to become aware of what is to be 
accomplished. 

Sapelli provided details on how the MCAS tests 
and the “No Child Left Behind Act" (NCLBA) impact 
not only Agawam students, but all residents. He noted 
that the NCLBA “helps link federal dollars to perform¬ 
ance goals” and he said it was necessary that the 
school system work toward these goals. 

Sapelli said that with regards to MCAS, 
Massachusetts is viewed as a “model system,” being 
cited by President George W. Bush as one of six 
states in the country that already has MCAS testing in 
place.

According to Walter 
Mantani of the Cultural Council, “People will think it’s

He continued, “It’s obvious that it was well thought 
out when it was built, and it has much more to offer 
than a typical school auditorium. We are pretty excit¬ 
ed about the possibilities for future programming, and 
starting with a world-class group like Gaelic Storm 
makes us even more optimistic.”

It is in the form of a shampoo, 
conditioner, and a treatment lotion. It is an expensive 
treatment with the cost for the three items running 
about $150. It is sold over the counter in the United 
States as a cosmetic. 

This product has undergone extensive testing, 
lengthy studies have been made, and manufacturing 
is done under strict guidelines by the German GMP 
(which is equivalent to the FDA standards in the 
United States). Since ThymuSkin has only undergone 
testing in Germany, the FDA will not allow its makers 
to claim on its label that it can regrow hair. 

The active ingredient is an extract derived from the 
thymus gland of a calf. The theory goes tht the thy¬ 
mus extract boosts the production of t-cells, which, in 
turn, stimulate hair growth. (I will discuss this next 
week.). 

It was originally tested to see if it could benefit can¬ 
cer patients who had lost their hair due to chemother¬ 
apy. The patients showed hair growth in exceedingly 
large quantities within three months. 

This breakthrough may help millions of other men 
and women with hair loss. There has been a success 
rate of 95 percent in women and 67 percent in men 
who use the shampoo (which sells for about $40). It 
can be purchased at some local health food stores, 
some salons, and over the Internet. They say that if 
you have been bald for a long time, this probably will 
not help you.

Sapelli remarked that MCAS testing is a complex 
issue containing both positive and negative aspects. 
One example he cited was how the MCAS tests make 
schools focus more on curriculum, which he said can 
be seen as a “postive aspect." 

Sapelli also mentioned that Agawam students will 
be bringing home an MCAS “report card" later in April 
and this report will help the community become more 
aware of the progress being made throughout the 


school system.

The victory of Jesus 

The day we celebrate as Palm Sunday marked a 
turning point in the earthly career of Jesus Christ. For 
about three years, Jesus had conducted a ministry 
which included preaching a new Gospel as well as 
performing miracles like healing sick people and set¬ 
ting demonically oppressed people free. To Jesus, 
that ministry was important; but it was to be outshone 
by one week in Jerusalem. 

Jesus had been looking forward to going to 
Jerusalem for quite some time. He was not looking 
forward to this trip like we look forward to a vacation, 
but rather like when we're about to accomplish some¬ 
thing really Important. He had tried to explain to His 
disciples what would happen in Jerusalem, but they 
either could not, or would not, understand what He 
told them. 

Finally, the time had come. The Bible tells us that 

when they were approaching Jerusalem, at 
Bethphage and Bethany, near the Mount of Olives, 
Jesus sent two of His disciples and said to them, 
“Go into the village ahead of you, and immediate¬ 
ly as you enter it, you will find tied there a colt that 
has never been ridden; untie it and bring it. If any¬ 
one says to you, 'Why are you doing this?’ just 
say this, The Lord needs it and will send it back 
here immediately. 

They went away and found a colt tied near a 
door, outside in the street. As they were untying it, 
some of the bystanders said to them, “What are 
you doing, untying the colt?” They told them what 
Jesus had said; and they allowed them to take it. 
Then they brought the colt to Jesus and threw 
their cloaks on it; and He sat on it. 

The preparations had already been made. We 
don’t know why the owners of the colt were so agree¬ 
able to letting Jesus borrow it, but they were. Jesus 
was now on His way into Jerusalem. The people who 
were with Jesus became increasingly excited as they 
sensed that something significant was unfolding 
before their eyes. The crowds gathered as they went 
along. 

Many people spread their cloaks on the road, 
and others spread leafy branches that they had 
cut in the fields. Then those who went ahead and 
those who followed were shouting, “Hosanna! 
Blessed is the one who comes in the name of the 
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Lord! Blessed is the coming kingdom of our 
ancestor David! Hosanna in the highest heaven!” 

Ultimately, those very same crowds that hailed 
Jesus as their king, using phrases that might have 
been considered to be borderline revolutionary, turned 
against Him. Instead of shouting “Hosanna!” they 
would be hollering “Crucify Him!” Even that, howev¬ 
er, was part of God’s plan. Isaiah the prophet had 
prophesied, “Yef it was the will of the LORD to 
crush Him with pain. When You make His life an 
offering for sin, He shall see His offspring, and 
shall prolong His days; through Him the will of the 
LORD shall prosper. ” 

The crowds probably turned against Jesus 
because they felt betrayed by Him. As Jesus was 
approaching Jerusalem, the crowds had thought that 
Jesus was about to overthrow the Roman rule in their 
region. In their minds, the Messiah was supposed to 
start a revolution. He certainly was not supposed to 
get himself into the kind of mess that Jesus found 
Himself in with Pilate. 

Jesus Christ was not crucified by accident. The 
people around Jesus had thought that He would be 
victorious if He established Himself as an earthly king. 
However, Jesus had bigger and better plans, both for 
Himself as well as for us. Rather than just being a king 
of a small and remote area, Jesus intended to be the 
king of the wcfrld, by overpowering our enemies, sin 
and death itself. 

The victory of Jesus did not change the political 
landscape. But His victory had the power to change 
lives. Those who embraced Him were transformed. 
Even though Rome still ruled their land, now God was 
ruling their hearts. They started to live the lives that 
God had always envisioned for them, no longer dom¬ 
inated by fleshly desires and sin. 

The same thing can happen to each of us as well. 
When Jesus died on the cross for our sins, He was 
juxtaposed between two other people that day. Like 
us, each of them had a choice to make about Jesus. 
One of them barraged Him with insults, like many of 
the people on the ground. The other person embraced 
Jesus. How about us? With whom would we identify? 

The Bible explains Jesus’ plan. Though He was in 
the form of God, He did not regard equality with 
God as something to be exploited, but emptied 
Himself, taking the form of a slave, being born in 
human likeness. And being found in human form, 
He humbled Himself and became obedient to the 
point of death - even death on a cross. Therefore 
God also highly exalted Him and gave Him the 
name that is above every name, so that at the 
name of Jesus every knee should bend, in heaven 
and on earth and under the earth, and every 
tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father.

The King’s Offer 

The multitudes ... cried out, saying: “Hosanna to the Son of David! ‘Blessed is He who 
comes in the name of the Lord!”’ —Matthew 21:9 

I have often wondered how-many of those people who enthusiastically cried, 
“Hosanna!” on Palm Sunday shouted, “Crucify Him! Cmcify Him! a few days later. Some may 
have been keenly disappointed, even angry, that Christ didn’t use His miraculous power to estab¬ 
lish an earthly kingdom. Hadn’t He created a golden opportunity to rally popular support by 
parading into Jerusalem and offering Himself as King? 

Many Jews failed to recognize that before Jesus would openly assert His sovereignty 
He had to rule in their hearts. Their greatest need was not to be freed from Caesar’s rule but to be 
released from the chains of pride, self-righteousness, and rebellion against God. They wanted the 
visible kingdom prophesied in the Old Testament with all its material benefits. But the Messiah 
first had to die for the sins of mankind and rise again to establish the basis for a spiritual rule. 

The issue is the same today. Christ does not offer immunity from life’s hardships, a cure 
for every disease, or the promise of financial success. What the King offered then is what He 
offers today—Himself as the sacrifice forour sins, and a challenge to serve Him. If we accept His 
offer, we will not be disappointed. —Dennis De Haaii

Westfield Bank 
to celebrate 
150th anniversary 

Westfield prospered in the 1850s, with 4,300 resi¬ 
dents, a new telegraph office, brick sidewalks along 
the village green, and a brand new bank named for 
the city, Westfield Savings Bank. 

This year, that bank, now called Westfield Bank, 
turns 150, an occasion that will be marked with a pub¬ 
lic celebration and formal ceremony at the bank's 
headquarters, 141 Elm Street, Westfield, on the 
anniversary date: April 15th. The celebration will 
begin at 11:00 a.m., with presentations at 1:00 p.m. 
by bank staff and local dignitaries. Major charitable 
contributions will be announced at that time. 

In-person banking business will not be conducted 
from 1:00-3:00 p.m. to accommodate the ceremony. 

In addition to the celebration at the bank’s home 
office, parties will be held for customers at all 
Westfield Bank locations. Additional community dona¬ 
tions will be announced at each party, and all cele¬ 
brations will include a “Wind Tunnel,” allowing cus¬ 
tomers 20 seconds each to catch money in an 
enclosed booth. The party schedule is as follows:

It was on April 15, 1853 that the House of 
Representatives of the General Court of 
Massachusetts approved an act authorizing the 
establishment of Westfield Savings Bank. The Senate 
followed suit the following day. A short time later, the 
bank opened on the second floor of the First National 
Bank, where the two banks shared both location and 
staff. Opening day saw 13 new accounts opened. 

Over many years, Westfield Bank enlarged its 
service area and incorporated business banking, 
which now is a substantial and growing part of its 
business. At year’s end, total assets were $813 mil¬ 
lion, with 10 offices serving Agawam, East 
Longmeadow, Holyoke, Southwick, Springfield, West

The wonders of wallpaper... 

Wallpaper is a great way to create a mood, hide a 
flaw, or give a room new life. The good news is that 
there are literally thousands of colors, textures, and 
patterns to choose from. The bad news is that choos¬ 
ing the right wallpaper can be somewhat daunting. 
Before you select wallpaper, think about the space 
where you plan to use it. 

Scrubbable vinyl wall coverings are well suited for 
high-traffic areas, such as the hallway, bath, kids’ 
rooms, and kitchen. Conversely, delicate and/or hand- 
blocked wallpapers (while beautiful) won’t hold up to 


washing and scrubbing, and should be used only in 
low-traffic, adult areas. Today’s scrubbable vinyls look 
and feel like regular wallpaper, but they are durable 
and washable. 

Consider the design and architecture of your home. 
It’s a good idea to avoid narrow stripes in a two-story 
foyer, or trendy patterns that will look tired long before 
they wear out. Decorators advise using accessories in 
response to trends because they are easier to change 
and require less investment. 

If the lines of a room are plain without wainscoting 
or railings, you can detail with a wallpaper border. In 
some rooms, wallpapering the ceiling or "fifth wall” 
works well to create an interesting effect. 

When shopping for wallpaper, take along carpet 
and fabric samples from the room. A cabinet door is 
helpful, too, if you’re trying to match or coordinate a 
wood tone. Once you've selected a paper, don’t buy it. 
Instead, ask to borrow a free “memo” sample.

The Defendants’ explanation for the absence of the 
Defendant husband’s signature fits into their account 
of how the husband returned to New York state before 
all of the offers were in. This account is far more plau¬ 
sible than the Plaintiffs’ account of how the Defendant 
husband came in shortly after the Plaintiffs and the 
Defendant wife signed the offer and signaled his 
acquiescence. 

It is ironic that the Plaintiffs did not have to resort to 
an untrue account as to the circumstances surround¬ 
ing the signing of the offer to purchase to bind the 
Defendant husband to the offer. Although he was 
unable to sign the offer because he had returned to 
New York state, the court finds that the Defendants' 
version of the events leading to the signing is true and 
legally binds the Defendant husband. 

The parties never entered into a standard 
Purchase and Sale Agreement, as contemplated in 
the offer to purchase, and the Plaintiffs never paid the 
$22,000 deposit by the due date of mid-November 
2001. Although the Plaintiffs testified that the 
Defendants granted an oral extension until the end of 
November, the Defendants deny ever having done 
so. In view of the fact that the Defendants had already 
passed papers on'their new house in New York state 
and.'did not want to carry two mortgages, one on the 
Massachusetts house and one on the New York 
house, the granting of an oral extension without some 
confirmation in writing, such as evidenced by a signed 
Purchase and Sale Agreement is not likely. 

The improbability is further compounded by the 
Defendant husband’s credible testimony that he was 
concerned about the Plaintiffs’ credit from earlier con¬ 
versations with them. Once the offer to purchase 
expired, the Defendants were free to enter into a new 
arrangement with a backup candidate who indeed 
had offered more money. For the Plaintiffs to say that 
the Defendants wanted to end their arrangement in 
order to get a higher price is unfair. Because the 
Defendants felt sorry for the Plaintiffs, they offered to 
them the opportunity to purchase the house at a 
slightly higher price than the original, but less than the 
backup offer. 

The Court found that whatever validity the original 
offer to purchase might have had on its own ended 
when the Plaintiffs failed to-make the deposit of 
$22,000 by mid-November 2001. No oral extension 
was granted by the Defendants and whatever obliga¬ 
tions the Defendants might have had came to an end. 
The Complaint for Specific Performance should be 
dismissed. (

ELIGIBLE FOR A MEDICAL DEDUCTION? 

You also may be able to reduce your taxes if you’re 
enrolled in a weight-loss program recommended by 
your physician. Under an IRS ruling issued last year, 
people who have been diagnosed as obese by their 
doctor may be able to claim a medical deduction for 
costs related to weight-loss programs, including 
membership fees, diet plans, and program literature. 

Not every expense can be deducted. For example, 
the new guideline does not permit you to claim dietary 
foods as an expense. Also, your total medical expens¬ 
es - diet-related or otherwise - must reach 7.5 percent 
of your adjusted gross income to qualify as an item¬ 
ized deduction. See your professional tax advisor for 
full details. 

JOB HUTNTING? ADD UP YOUR EXPENSES 

If you went looking for a new job in 2002, you may 
be able to claim a tax deduction - even if your job 
search was unsuccessful. As long as you looked for a 
new job in the same line of work, you may be able to 
claim a deduction for job-search-related expenses 
along with other miscellaneous itemized deductions 
that exceed two percent of your adjusted gross 
income. 

Generally, you can claim a wide range of deduc¬ 
tions for job-hunting expenses. For example, you 
might claim the costs of preparing a resume or con¬ 
sulting an employment agency. 

Keep in mind that such job-search deductions usu¬ 
ally aren’t available to people who are switching pro¬ 
fessions or who have been out of work for a long peri¬ 
od of time.

es to two-by-three feet. The larger the sample, the 
easier it will be to see the repeat of the pattern that 
might not be as obvious on a smaller piece. Some 
companies will loan samples for up to two weeks. 

Wallpaper stores will usually let you borrow sample 
books overnight. Tape a large sample up on the wall, 
and at various times over several days, note how the 
light (both natural and artificial) affects the color and 
tone. When you are ready to buy, be sure that all the 
rolls are marked from the same dye lot so that they 
match properly. Always round up to the higher number 
of square footage you think you’ll need. It’s always 
better to have too much wallpaper than be left at the 
end of the project with too little. Wallpaper is sold in 
double rolls of 56 square-feet each. More pricey 
papers come in sets of three, with 36 square-feet on 
each roll. Prices range from $15 to $60 per double 
roll. With proper and careful installation, wallpaper 
can last more than 25 years. 

Most people, though, opt to change it about every 
10 years. While wallpapering is often considered in 
the realm of the do-it-yourselfer, you might engage the

services of a professional. Many of today’s papers are 
easy to hang and are self-gluing, but for the inexperi¬ 
enced, they can present a number of problems.- 

Some papers must be rolled out and plotted so that 
the pattern begins and ends exactly as you want it. 
Other papers shrink once installed, so it'may be nec¬ 
essary to paint the wall before papering. '' ' 

With dark-colored papers, even the slightest 
shrinkage will be noticeable if the wall behind it is 
light-colored. A professional paperhanger can advise 
you on how to best proceed. When you’re choosing 
wallpaper, don’t forget about the four-legged crea¬ 
tures in your household. If you have a pet (especially 
a cat), you might avoid textured papers. Cats love 
grass cloth, heavily textured papers, and corkboard. 
Your dog may take to scratching his face along a wall 
where there is a textured paper. Some dogs have 
even been known to eat grass-cloth wallpaper right off 
the wall.

Whiplash... 

What is whiplash? 

Whiplash is most commonly associated with rear- 
end car collisions in which the heads of those in the 
front car are suddenly snapped back and forth by the 
impact. It is more accurately called cervical accelera¬ 
tion/deceleration (CAD) trauma or syndrome, which 
describes the rapid movements that can injure the 
vertebrae of the neck and the muscles and ligaments 
that support them.

Cleaning and your muscles... 

This article is about cleaning - whether it be spring, 
fall, or before or after a move into a new dwelling. If 
you’re a Type A personality like myself and need to 
have everything done by yesterday, you may pay the 
consequences after working too many hours straight 
through “just to finish." 

You may awake the next morning with back pain, 
neck pain, arm pain, and assorted other pains due to 
unused muscles. 

So here are some tips: first, be sure to take peri¬ 
odic breaks (my husband is a master at this). This 
allows the muscles to relax and stretch. Second, 
stretch yobr muscles periodically to prevent spasms 
from occurring. Stretch the neck, arms and shoulders, 
back and legs. 

Take a five- to 10-minute walk to stretch tightened 
leg and back muscles. Next, be sure to drink plenty of 
water. Dehydration- can cause headaches, fatigue, 
and tension.

Cooking with scallops and salmon... 

Simple scallop dishes are something that every¬ 
body can do. My friend, “Deli Dave” Sherman, swears 
by this one and not at it. 

Sweet bay scallops are done in a very easy man¬ 
ner. Start with a TB or two of sweet butter. Saute 
some shallots (about 2 TB) until they are softened. 
Now, add 1/4 C sour cream and bring to simmer. Pop 
in a cup to a cup-and-a-half of clean bay scallops. 

Season with salt & pepper to taste, and then add in 
a splash of white wine. Now, stir in 3 TB of grated 
cheese and 1/4 C of crushed Ritz crackers. Place into 
a buttered baking dish, and you have a very nice, 
baked scallop dish. 

Seafood is more expensive during the winter 
months because the ships cannot stay out as long 
and it is tougher for them to do the actual fishing. 
Swordfish is still caught on a line, not in nets. Scallops 
are very versatile; many of you saw the asparagus 
and scallop.recipe that I wrote about in a recent edi¬ 
tion of The AAN. When the GOOD weather finally 
arrives this spring, we will be able to cook out on the 
grills. 

Remember-to use a special metal plate that has 
holes in it for cooking fish on a grill. You can also use 
foil on the grates to cook. Marinate your fish and place 
on the grill; salmon, swordfish, and whole trout do 
very well on the grill. 

After grilling salmon, try using the de-boned and 
cooked fish in pasta dishes. Chunks of Salmon 
tossed with pasta can be a very tasty dish. 

Start with a couple of TB butter, 1/4 C chopped 
onion, and cook the onion until it becomes softened. 
Now, add 1/4 C fish stock (or clam juice ), 1/4 C white 
wine, and 1/4 C cream. To this, add 1/2 C cooked 
spinach and one Tsp. garlic to your salmon (about 1/2 
C). 

Now, toss with 3/4 to one lb. of cooked pasta. You 
can add variations to this, like some chopped tomato 
and different cheeses. All of this will come together 
very well. 

I like to add a light dessert like cheese and fruit, or 
you can try a slice of key lime pie. (That one is for next 
week!) 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude” - it is not 
what you’re eating that’s most important... it is whom 
you’re dining with!

AHS girls’ track 2003 led by strong senior class & depth 


Going into, the 2003 outdoor track season, third- 
year Coach Dan Pryce has plenty of good news to 
spread. , 

As the 63-member squad continues long and (at 
times) tedious pre-season workouts, Pryce maintains 
that the program is blessed with its best crop of sen¬ 
iors since the 1996 Western Mass, championship sea¬ 
son. 

The Brownies also possess some serious depth in 
many events - a commodity they lacked during an 8-2 
2002 run and a fifth- place overall finish at the 
Western Mass. Division I Championship Meet 
Memorial Day Weekend. 

Pryce and his forces will need it all. Defending 
league and sectional champ Amherst Regional 
returns a strong and talented group that’s more than 
capable of repeating at this year's team champi¬ 
onships (slated for Saturday, May 31st). 

"We are excited about our prospects for the coming 
season,” remarked Pryce. "We have many outstand¬ 
ing seniors, some very strong returning girls, and I am 
pleased with some of our new girls. Many of our sen¬ 
iors have been with us all four years, so we have plen¬ 


ty of experience and senior leadership. But we. will 
need all of it because Amherst comes into the season 
with an excellent team.” 

He added, “I don’t want our girls dwelling on them 
(Amherst). We need to take care of our own business, 
and we need to work very hard.” 

The Brownies are buffed by three returning senior 
First Team All-Scholastic performers - leading scorer 
Danielle Cirillo, Andrea Babbin, and captain Kaitlin 
Sardella.. 

Gone to graduation is Kelly Cassidy, the team’s 
fourth First Team All-Scholastic pick. Cassidy is now a 
member of the UMass-Lowell women’s track team. 
Cassidy was second in the 100-meter high hurdles at 
WMass., and holds the school record in that event. 
She was a top point producer as well last spring. 

Cirillo led the Brownies in scoring in 2002 with over 
120 points in a variety of events - 300-meter hurdles 
(4th in WMass.), triple jump (5th in WMass.),- long 
jump, and anchored the 4 x 100 meter relay team 
(also scored at WMass.). She’s an excellent athlete 
who scored in three events for the Brownies at 
WMass. Cirillo toiled all winter long at the 55-meter 


hurdles to improve her technique for the outdoor sea¬ 
son in the 300-meter hurdles (holds school record). 
She did. 

Babbin returns as the heavy favorite to repeat as 
the WMass. pole vault champ (school record-holder) 
after placing second as a sophomore, and she is a 
two-time First Team selection. In fact, she’s seeded 
high on the state level as well. Babbin placed sixth at 
WMass. in the 100-meter dash and ran the opening 
leg on the 4 x 100 meter relay team that also scored 
at the sectionals (she, like Cirillo, scored in three 
events). Babbin is also a fine long-jumper who puts 
lots of points on the board for the Brownies during the 
regular season. 

Sardella is the defending WMass. 800-meter 
champion after placing second as a sophomore 
(Second Team All-Scholastic). The mid-distance spe¬ 
cialist anchors the school record-holding 4 x 800 
meter relay team that scored at WMass. last year 
(sixth). Sardella is a three-tirfie First Team pick 
indoors in the 1,000 meters and 600 meters. 
Outdoors, she anchors the 4 x 400 meter relay team

Senior cheerleader Jill Nunziato leaves 
long legacy of accomplishments at AHS 


Agawam High senior varsity cheerleader Jill 
Nunziato can’t believe it’s finally over. 

This past Saturday night, the cheerleaders, their 
parents, and friends of the program gathered for the 
annual season-ending banquet at Alexander’s 
Restaurant. The event officially sealed the books on 
the cheerleaders’ 2002-2003 log. 

For Jill, a four-year varsity member and one of four 
senior captains, the end comes with few regrets and a 
basket full of one happy memory after another. 

And what memories. The hours and hours of prac¬ 
tice since her freshman year (both in and out of 
school) issued these results for her and the team:

“Yeah, as I look back over it all, it was definitely 
worth it and we accomplished some great things,” Jill 
told us. “I made so many good friendships and I have 
so many good memories to look back on. At times it 
was tough, but we stayed strong and stayed together, 
and I think the school and the town can be proud of 
us.” 

This 4’11" ball of fire is called a “top” in cheerlead¬ 
ing. This means she has the strength and agility to be 
launched into the air, and to twist and turn to fit what¬ 
ever routine the team is performing at that particular 
moment. 

Each cheerleader previously featured in this space 
readily attested that the competition aspect of being 
an AHS cheerleader is far different than what folks see 
when the girls are performing at football and basket¬ 
ball games. Jill held that line. 

“To be a cheerleader at Agawam, you need to be a 
very good athlete. I think of football and basketball 
games as practice and as a chance to have fun with 
our school. We lead the school spirit, and we do a few 
of our routines while trying to get the crowd into it. But 
we practice for our competitions during the school 
year three hours a day, five days a week. We do 
everything athletes do - stretch, run, condition, some 
weight training, gymnastics, and then we practice our 
routines over and over. We work as hard as anyone 
playing sports at the school.” 

Jill is heading to Westfield State College next fall. 
Her major is undecided, although she's thinking liber¬ 
al arts and perhaps a career as a pediatric nurse 
down the line. She entertains a notion about a two- 
year stint at WSC and then transferring to Florida 
State University for her junior and senior years. “I love 
the weather down there, and I might like to experience 
college far away from home. But I could change my 
mind and stay up here. I will just have to see how it 
goes." 

Jill’s classes at AHS include English 12, honors 
physics, nursery school management, integrated 
math, culinary arts II, international foods, accounting, 
and gym. 

She called nursery school management her 
favorite subject, and said U.S. history teacher Jeffrey

Jill has regularly participated in fundraising walks

The 
cheerleaders sponsor a golf tournament every 
October as a team fundraiser, as well as several pasta 
suppers during the year. 

"It seems we are always busy. Another important 
part of being a cheerleader is representing your team, 
your school, your town, and your family very well.

Jill began cheering in sixth grade as an Agawam 
Youth Football Cheerleader. She was selected by 
cheerleading Coach Kim Noel to be an alternate as a 
freshman when the team traveled to the National 


Championships in 2000. “Two days before the com¬ 
petition, there was an injury and I told Jill she would 
be competing. She handled the intense pressure very 
well for being just a freshman, and over these last four 
years Jill has been a wonderful member of our pro¬ 
gram," Mrs. Noel said. 

Jill stated, “As a cheerleader, I think competing at 
the Nationals for the very first time as a freshman is 
my proudest moment. I was so nervous and anxious, 
but I did just fine and I will never forget that trip.” 

Jill’s relishes her memories of cheering at the foot¬ 
ball games, especially all the hoopla leading to the 
West Side game every Thanksgiving. 

“I always looked forward to cheering at football 
games. It was so much fun and there was so much 
energy out there," Jill said. "What I won't miss, though, 
is all the practice for the competitions. But without the 
practice, we wouldn’t have been as good as we were.” 

She credits Mrs. Noel as being the driving force 
behind the success of the program. "Our coach push¬ 
es us and pushes us every day. She knows what she’s 
doing. There were times when it was very difficult at 
practice. Being such a good team doesn’t come easy, 
and it doesn’t come without lots of work and commit¬ 
ment. You must stay in shape all year long, and that 
includes being ready for the summer camps." 

Jill points to the team’s failure to qualify for the 
February National Championships in Orlando this 
year as a testimony to its character and strength of 
will. The team fell just short of the 240 points needed 
to qualify for the Nationals at a state competition held 
in late 2002. 

“Of course, we were so disappointed and we were 
down on ourselves. But as I look back on it now, it was 
actually better for us as a team this year. We were not 
as good at the beginning, but we pulled ourseJves 
together, worked even harder, and we came out on 
top. We are very proud of what we have accom¬ 
plished.” 

Her parents are both Agawam High graduates: 
Karl, her dad, is from the Class of 1970, and her mom, 
Joan (Millette), is from the Class of 1973. She has two 
older sisters: Angela, 27, a 1994 AHS grad who 
attended Westfield State, and Gina, 23, a 1998 AHS 
grad who also attended WSC. 

She looks up to her sisters. “My sisters have 
always been my role models. And I want to say thank- 
you to my parents for always being there for me." 

Jill’s legacy as she leaves the hallowed halls after 
graduating in June is simple: “I just want to be remem¬ 
bered as a good and friendly person.”

In a rematch of last year’s Western Mass. Division 
I championship game, the Minnechaug Regional 
Falcons overcame a one-game deficit to take out the 
Agawam High Brownies, 2-1, on Friday, April 4th.
